The “impossible” has happened: 
beleaguered Marconi have been 
overtaken by West Adelaide and are 
closely pursued by South Melbourne. 


Now the two giant Greek-based clubs have Marconi 
sandwiched in between themseives. 

To make Marconi's woes even more complete, the Philips 
Soccer League fined them $1500 for not making two of their 
players avaiiabie against Greece in June and on another Charge. 

This time Marconi are unlikely to fight the case and will sheli 
out the hard cash. 

Last Sunday Marconi suffered their third successive defeat, 
this one against iocai rivals Western Suburbs. 

Since round 13 they have won two and lost six games — 
surely the most cataciysmic coliapse by any titie contender in 
living memory. ; 

in the same period West Adelaide and South Meibourne have 
both collected 11 of the possible 16 points — enough to make the 
1978 PSL title race a lively one. 

Marconi iast week piayed without the suspended Prskaio and 
without Ray Richards whose outspoken criticism of coach Raie 
Rasic in these pages jiast week earned him an official coid 
shoulder. 

Even Easts Hakoah are still there with a siim hope of retaining 
their 1977 championship titie. 

They are only four points behind the ieaders and, with six 
rounds to go, could edge closer to the top: 

Two factors are in Hakoah’'s favor. 

One is that they have a match in hand — against Brisbane City 
—which couid bring them up to 25 points. 

Then, of course, Hakoah are one of the form’ teams and noted 
good championship finishers. 

if Marconi’s siump Continues and if the two Greek-based teams 
become even slightly erratic, Hakoah may-just sneak home and

Over 100,000 spectators will 
have been pulled through the 
turnstiles by Newcastle United 
by the time the final whistle 
blows this year. 


This is a phenomenai record 
for a club new to the Philips 
League, especially one so 
modestiy piaced on the tabie. 


lt will better the 99,732 drawn 
by the top 1977 ciub, Adelaide 
City. 

We asked Newcastie club pre- 
sident Max Taibot about his 
club’s achievement. 

He commented freely, whiist 
pointing out that the views ex- 
pressed were not given on 
behaif of-the ciub’s* board of 
directors. 

Q: Are Newcastie's crowds 
correctiy stated? 

‘A: They are spot on. We are 
responsible to the International 
Sports Centre for their share of 
the gates. We couid go to court 
on the figures any day. 

Q: What is Newcastie United's 
crowd drawing potential? 

A: We believe it will range 
from 6000 to 12,000 at present 
depending upon the standard of 
the opposition. We are well 
aware thatin our first year we are 
near the bottom of the ladder 
and have a iong way to go in this 
regard. . 

Q: What methods do you use 
to attract your crowds? 

A: The reason for our success 
is not oniy soccer. Peopie sup- 
port Newcastie — their city. It is 
their side and their city and 
they have good reason to be 
proud of them both. 

Q: What do you think of pro- 
motion and relegation? 

A: | see it as having no 
positive value at this stage. The 
only time that it could be rele- 
vant is when we have buiit big 
ciubs nationally. 

Q: Why is this? 

A: Because priorities have to 
be set so that funds are used for 
their best purpose, which is pro- 
motion of the ciubs, rather than 
putting in too much to avoid re- 
iegation. So much work is 
needed to promote the game if 
clubs are to attract their 
lifeblood, which is large num- 
bers of peopie. 

Q: Couid you expand further? 

A; We need a consolidation 


period. If we don't aii get peopie 
in to the games we are ail dead. 
We can only improve on an area 


basis — one major area against 


another. 

Q: How do we improve playing 
standards? 

A: No more than a few piayers 
of overseas First Division stan- 
dard are needed. There is no 
point in paying top money to the 
others. : 

Q: Newcastie have many over- 
seas-born piayers? 

A: The squad as a whoie has a 
big focal content. Money is be- 
ing invested in our juniors and it 
will pay off. Overali we have a 
big Ausiraiian piayer potential. 

Q: How do you see the Philips 
League developing?" 

A: When good ciubs appear | 
expect we will support an ex- 
tension to the South Coast 
(Woiliongong}, Tasmania and 
Western Austrailia. The NSW 
North Coast will aiso have a iot 
of potentiai. 

Q: What is the composition of 
your crowds over their originai 
nationaiities? 

A: The question is irreievant. 
We are not interested in partisan 
groups. It is the people of the 
City of Newcasiie as a whoie 
that we taik about. 


Q: How do you relate this prin- . 


ciple to Sydney? 

A: Probably it is not up to me 
to comment, but the principle of 
areas applies. Perhaps Sydney 
would do better with two teams 
and so would Meibourne, just as 
Adelaide and Brisbane have. 
Neweastie and Canberra shouid 
nave one team each. 

Q: Many see Sydney best 
served at this stage by South 
Sydney (Oiympic/St. George}, 
City (Wests/APIA/Hakoah}, 
Liverpooi (Marconi’, and the 
west (Parramatta/Penrith, etc.) if 
they wiil get a shake on. 

A: Obviousiy this is aiong the 
general jines of the separate 
areas that | have suggested. 

Q; When Woiiongong finaily 
joins in, do you see a return to the 
big Newcastle-South Coast 
clashes of past years? 

A: A well-managed South 
Coast team is needed. The prin- 
cipie of areas wili do the rest. 
Yes, it would be a big draw in 
Neweastie. Wollongong can 
speak for itseif. :
